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Man killed 
in mowing 
accident

STANFORD — A Lincoln 
County man barely a month 
retired from his job at Eastern 
Kentucky University was 
killed Monday morning after 
his lawn mower overturned 
and landed on top of him. 

Harold Denham, of Greasy 
Ridge Road, was mowing his 
back yard around 10:30 a.m. 
when the incident happened, 
Lincoln County Sheriff Curt 
Folger said. 

’’Behind the house, there 
was a steep hill and there was 
still dew on the grass,’’ Folger 
said. ”He was a pretty good- 
sized fellow and when he got 
going over the hill, it appears 
he tried to stop the mower but 
with the dew on the grass ... 
he couldn’t get it to stop.’’ 

As Denham approached a 
fence at the bottom of the hill, 
he took a sharp left turn in an 
effort to dodge the fence, 
Folger said. The turn caused 
the mower to overturn on top 
of Denham, pinning him 
between the mower and the

fence, he said. 

”His wife made the phone 
call, 911,” Folger said. ’’She 
located him down behind the 
house with the mower on 
him. ... He was already pret¬ 
ty blue when I got there to 
him.” 

Lincoln County Coroner 
Farris Marcum said he pro¬ 
nounced Denham dead at the 
scene at about 11:45 a.m. 
Cause of death was asphyxia¬ 
tion. 

”It’s just a tragic, freak

Cutting FFA instructor hurts students 

What is in a word? Perhaps, whether written or oral, it is some¬ 
thing to elicit warmth or worry, kindness or cruelty, fondness or fear, 
amicability or anger, rejoicing or regret, forgiveness or blame, com¬ 
passion or apathy. Proverbs 18:21a states that ’’death and life are in 
the power of the tongue.” Hence, there is an immediate influence and 
individual interpretation in every word that we choose to utter, script, 
or withhold. 

FFA. Future Farmers of America. Do you think of the constancy of 
those corduroy jackets or the continuously changing facets of land 
use and agricultural endeavors? Maybe you think of FFA as simply a 
club or a class that you chose to explore or wished that you had 
while in high school. Perhaps, you do not think of FFA at all. 
However, you are experiencing the benefits of agriculture whether 
you eat bacon and eggs or oats and soy milk for breakfast; wear 
linen, silk, fur, cashmere, or leather; slumber on silk sheets, down 
pillows, cotton quilts, or wool blankets; enjoy fresh produce, land¬ 
scaped lawns, or lakeside fishing. Do you realize that FFA can help 
your son or daughter develop their abilities to ’think critically, com¬ 
municate clearly, and perform effectively’ through 24 career develop¬ 
ment events? FFA instructors strive to cultivate the minds, talents, 
character, and life skills of youth. Every year more than one-forth, of 
the 1100 Lincoln County High School students choose to enroll in 
agricultural courses that develop career and college readiness skills. 
Nearly half of those teens also join FFA for additional leadership and 
academic opportunities. When school resumes, this will most likely 
change since only two FFA instructors will remain to mentor and 
guide these students. With the administration’s decision to eliminate 
one FFA teaching position, the program will in turn be forced to cut 
one-third of their course offerings and number of students served. 
How can such a major academic change occur? It is through the 
choices and silence of administration toward FFA’s achievements and 
community contributions. Sadly, neither the LCHS advisory council’s 
or the board of education’s minutes acknowledged the 2012 FFA 
accomplishments. However, Lincoln County was noted at the 2013 
Career and Technical Education Conference as the only school to cut 
an agricultural position while 5.5 were added across the state. In June 
2012, four LCHS students received top honors at the state FFA con¬ 
vention. Amanda Davis, Bryson Morrow, and Ronal Sharp III were 
awarded the State FFA Degree while Jordan Lucas earned first place 
in Division I of the Power, Structure, and Technical category of the 
Agriscience Fair—a notable first in LCHS FFA history. In October, 
Jordan represented Kentucky at the national FFA convention and 
won— a first in state FFA history. The making of both school and 
state FFA history under the leadership and mentoring of Matt 
Anderson, Denise Thomas, Joe Means, and Harvey Franklin was 
most certainly newsworthy, unless the focus of administration was to 
downsize and downplay the importance of this college and career 
readiness program. Was it a mere accidental oversight or an inten¬ 
tional omission? What is encouraged, commended, and valued will in 
turn be honored and protected. The unsung FFA advisors and mem¬ 
bers are never idle. Their legacy is one of always actively planning, 
serving, and practicing for competitions, fairs, conventions, camps, 
banquets, farm machinery shows, field days, floral and fruit fund 
raising. Moreover, special thanks belong to those in the community 
who are courageous enough to stand for and act on what is best for 
students. What if there was one-third less food, fuel, forests, or farm 
tax revenues? Would administration continue to perform at the same 
level or better if one-third of their department was terminated?

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An epic fight: 

National security v. the public's right to know 


News is swirling these days 
around a complex mix of national 
security issues, leaks of classified 
information, and First Amendment 
protections for a free press amid 
the new world of digital journal¬ 
ism. Let’s use some terminology 
from a heavyweight boxing bout 
to track this “match” pitting the 
needs of national security against 
the public’s “right to know: “ 

Round One: Score it for the 
Obama administration, which came 
out of the comer fighting against 
leaks early in the first term -by this 
year, bringing more prosecutions 
under the Espionage Act than ever 
before. Just that fact alone alarms 
those who see whistleblowers and 
an independent press as the ulti¬ 
mate watchdog on government 
actions, particularly those done in 
secret. 

Round Two: Government takes 
this one, on a mixed card. Just as a 
shield law long-sought by many 
journalists to protect the reporter- 
source relationship was nearing a 
final vote in the U.S. Senate in 
2009, a haymaker gets thrown: 
Wikileaks released hundreds of 
thousands of memos and battlefield 
briefs to the public. Officials cried 
“treason,” while others saw it as a 
plus for public knowledge - but 
down goes the proposed “Free 
Flow of Information Act.” 

Round Three: In Spring 2010, 
U.S. Army Pvt. Bradley Manning 
is arrested on charges of giving 
more than 700,000 State 
Department cables, terrorism 
detainee assessments, combat logs 
and videos to WikiLeaks - the 
largest such leak in U.S. history. 
Manning will go to trial in three 
years later, facing more than 130 
charges ranging from theft to “aid¬ 
ing the enemy,” which could mean 
life in prison. Government round, 
clearly. 

Round Four: in May 2013, The 
Associated Press threw some seri¬ 
ous punches when it’s revealed that 
the Justice Department secretly 
obtained months of AP phone 
records for as many as 20 reporters 
and at multiple AP offices while 
investigating leaks. AP chief Gary 
Pruitt called the seizures “unconsti¬ 
tutional” and said already some 
sources are backing away from his 
reporters. DOJ takes it on the chin. 

Later “rounds” are harder to 
score.

Round Five: The bout is fully 
joined in late May and into June 
with a series of major disclosures 
by former low-level NS A analyst 
Edward Snowden of a massive 
National Security Agency program 
that provides access to the “meta¬ 
data” of millions on American 
phone calls and e-mail - but, the 
government said, not to the content 
of the calls or messages. Snowden 
begins a global trek to avoid U.S. 
authorities, eventually leading to 
Moscow. 

Round Six: In punches to the 
journalistic gut, it’s revealed that as 
part of an investigation of a 2009 
leak, a search warrant request 
named Fox News’s James Rosen as 
“an aider and abettor and/or co¬ 
conspirator” for receiving the infor¬ 
mation. A quick series of jabs by 
free press advocates and media 
officials lead White House officials 
to back-pedal. President Obama 
declares first that he supports the 
First Amendment, and later decries 
any attempt to “criminalize” news 
reporting. Obama also announces 
White House support for a revived 
federal shield law, despite its oppo¬ 
sition to the near-identical 2009 
proposal. 

Round Seven: Jabs and round¬ 
house swings at the government 
over the AP records seizure and the 
Rosen affair produce an invitation 
in mid-June from Attorney General 
Eric Holder to major news outlets 
to discuss long-standing rules with¬ 
in the Justice Department govern¬ 
ing attempts to get journalists’ files 
or other records. The meeting is 
off-the-record, so some journalists 
will not attend. Still, updated 
guidelines revising Watergate-era 
rules are set out in early July, offer¬ 
ing more protection to news media. 

Round Eight: One for the gov¬ 
ernment. On July 19, the U.S. 
Fourth Circuit Court of Appeals 
ruled that New York Times reporter 
James Risen must give take the 
stand at the trial of a former CIA 
agent being prosecuted for leaking 
of state secrets. The court said 
"there is no first amendment testi¬ 


monial privilege, absolute or quali¬ 
fied, that protects a reporter from 
being compelled to testify ... in 
criminal proceedings.” 

Round Nine: As July ends, there 
is a series of developments that is 
tough to score. Manning is con¬ 
victed July 30 of violating the 
Espionage Act, and could be sen¬ 
tenced to as long as 36 years in 
prison. But he’s acquitted on the 
charge of aiding the enemy. Still, 
a flurry of news reports raised the 
idea that the conviction - combined 
with continuing zealous efforts 
elsewhere by the Department of 
Justice - will “chill” whistleblow¬ 
ers and scare them away from talk¬ 
ing with journalists. 

Round Ten: In the U.S. House, 
the NS A data surveillance program 
survived a surprisingly tight vote, 
217-205, on July 24, At the same 
time, more documents and allega¬ 
tions surface from Snowden, sup¬ 
porting the claim that even low- 
level NS A analysts can gain access 
to the content - not just data sur¬ 
rounding - individual phone con¬ 
versations and e-mails. 

And the bell will ring soon for 
even more action: Manning’s sen¬ 
tencing. More threatened disclo¬ 
sures by Snowden of secret pro¬ 
grams. Congressional debate over 
the new shield law. And a larger, 
longer debate over national safety 
vs. individual freedom and privacy. 

The fight analogy has its limits, 
but clearly we’re only in the early 
rounds of balancing legitimate 
national security concerns against 
over-classification and with the 
need of the public for accurate 
information on what its govern¬ 
ment is doing. 

First Amendment concerns 
include not only threats to a free 
press’ ability to report the news, 
but also to the potential for a nar¬ 
rowly drawn shield law which may 
exclude new-media users like blog¬ 
gers, or which provides for a kind 
of “licensing” of journalists as a 
special legal class that later could 
be withdrawn. 

Even with all that’s come to 
light, we’re just getting though the 
early sparring in this ongoing 
Constitutional rumble.

Monty Bishop to 
sing at Calvary Hill

Remember to keep all the 
young people, teachers, admin¬ 
istration, secretaries, cooks, bus 
drivers, etc. in your prayers. 
School starts for students 
Thursday, Aug. 7. May it be a 
good year for all of you. 

The baptism of three people 
began the services on Sunday, 
Aug. 4. Bro. Ken Roberts bap¬ 
tized Juan Hidalego, a farmer, 
who in the words of Bro. Ken, 
“walked without Jesus for 82 
years.” Bro. Matthew baptized 
Regina Todd and Adie Hogue. 
The music was led by Jason 
Stewart who works with the 
Baptist Convention. 

Bro. Kyle began a new series 
of messages on “Being Assured 
in God’s Grace”, and today’s 
sermon was entitled “Why Do 
Christians Doubt Their 
Salvation?” 

The treadmill has been 
around for some 200 years; it 
was first used as a means of 
punishment for criminals. 
They would walk all day on an 
incline going nowhere on a 
treadmill. A Christian is like 
that in some ways - keep walk¬ 
ing but going nowhere in par¬ 
ticular. A Christian can have 
complete assurance in our sal¬ 
vation before we die. Unlike 
Christianity, many world reli¬ 
gions must wait until death to 
see if their good works out¬ 
weigh their bad works, and 
then maybe God will allow 
them into heaven! 

Bro. Kyle gave four reasons 
that some people doubt their 
salvation. The first is “I have 
failed too many times.” Martin 
Luther was a man who could 
not find assurance. He was 
secretly angry with God and 
felt like he was a complete fail¬ 
ure. Then he realized that we 
are not holy and righteous, but 
God sent Jesus to die on a cross 
so we could receive righteous 
through Him. Jesus took our 
sin; we took His righteousness. 

The second reason is “God 
must have deserted me 
because too many bad things 
have happened.” We will face 
troubles and trials. God did not 
promise a life with no compli¬ 
cations; He promised to be 
with us through bad times. 
Suffering does not mean God 
has deserted (Hebrews 13:11); 
Jesus went through the same 
experiences. 

The third reason is “it is hard 
to believe that God will keep 
loving me when no one else 
will”. God promises to be there 
for us even when no one else 
is. (John 10:27-30 and Romans 
8:38-39). God is faithful. His 
love does not depend on us nor 
what we do; His love is uncon¬ 
ditional. 

The fourth reason is “I don’t 
know if I have done the right 
thing to be saved”. All it takes 
to be saved is faith in Jesus and 
repentance of sins we have 
committed. Ephesians 2:8 says 


we receive salvation through 
faith. Salvation is repenting of 
our sins and turning to Jesus 
for salvation through faith. 
Water baptism does not save 
us; it is merely a picture of a 
decision we made - dying to 
our old lives and rising again to 
a new life in Jesus. Bro. Kyle 
concluded his message by say¬ 
ing, “We lack assurance 
because we need a relationship 
with Jesus.”

Nutrition is important

It is a known fact that 
nutrition during childhood 
is vitally important. This 
is the period in which 
children are developing 
not only physically but 
also mentally. Feeling full 
and energized is critical 
while a child is in school 
in order for them to stay 
focused and alert and not 
groggy from falling from 
a sugar high. It is essen¬ 
tial for a child’s body to 
be fueled by the proper 
nutrients on a daily basis. 
Helping your child 
observe healthy eating 
habits will benefit him not 
only now but also in the 
future. 

Breakfast is the most 
important meal of the day, 
and proper eating habits 
start with breakfast. It has 
been shown in studies that 
children who eat breakfast 
have a better memory, 
make better grades, attend 
school more often, and are 
more punctual than chil¬ 
dren who do not eat 
breakfast. Studies have 
also provided proof that 
eating breakfast has an 
important, positive effect

on the metabolism. Eating 
breakfast can also help 
your child avoid overeat¬ 
ing at lunch. 

Try these quick and 
simple ideas for your 
child’s breakfast: 

•Low-fat yogurt with 
added fruit and low-fat 
granola cereal topping for 
a homemade parfait 
•Peanut butter rolled 
inside a whole grain tor¬ 
tilla with fruit juice 

•Cheese and crackers or 
cheese melted on toast 
with fruit juice 

•A healthy smoothie 
made with low-fat yogurt, 
fruit, orange juice, and ice 
Breakfast is not the 
only important meal of the 
day. Your child’s lunch 
should be nutritious and 
full of foods containing 
vitamins A, B, and C, as 
well as calcium. Some 
ideas to consider include: 

•Vitamin A - one half¬ 
cup serving of deep yel¬ 
low or deep orange fruit 
or vegetable, baby carrots, 
cubed cantaloupe, or dried 


apricots 

•Vitamin B - at least 
two servings of grains or 
bread and some protein, 
obtained from meat, 
cheese, peanut butter, 
pasta, nuts, and seeds 

•Vitamin C and calcium 
- one half-cup serving of 
fresh strawberries, cubed 
pineapple, citrus fruits or 
citrus juice, plus (for cal¬ 
cium) one cup of low-fat 
milk or yogurt. 

Remember, a colorful 
plate is a healthy plate. 
The more colorful the 
food is, the more likely it 
is that it contains vital 
nutrients. It is important 
to create healthy eating 
habits while your child is 
young because he will 
continue to make the same 
food choices as he gets 
older.

Adams said Amy Thompson decided 
to leave behind her high-paying law 
career in order to have more time for 
her two children and personal life. 

Some, including now-retired 
Occupational Tax Administrator Pat 
Young, had anticipated that Gina 
Leech, who had served as an assistant 
in the occupational tax office, would 
take over the position. 

Adams said he decided to go with 
Amy Thompson instead, which 
prompted Leech, who also worked as 
Adams’ assistant, to resign on July 31. 

”It was my decision and fiscal court’s 
decision, but mainly mine, that it 
should be someone else in that posi¬ 
tion,’’ Adams said. 

Adams added ’’there’s always going 
to be controversy” in government, but 
officials must always do what’s best for 
the county in the long-run. 


Amy Thompson has been hired at a 
rate of $14.47 per hour for a 60-day 
probationary period. 

Adams said after the 60-day period, 
fiscal court will have to approve keep¬ 
ing her on at a permanent rate. 

The county currently has $31,000 
budgeted for an annual salary for the 
tax administrator. Adams said after the 
60 days, he anticipates recommending 
magistrates approve that $31,000 
amount as Amy Thompson’s salary. 

Young, who retired July 31 with 22 
years of experience, was making a little 
more than $37,000 annually in the posi¬ 
tion, Adams said. 

Adams said Friday there hasn’t been 
anyone selected to replace Leech as his 
assistant yet. 

In other personnel business, the fiscal 
court approved a plan to stop sharing an 
assistant position between the planning 
and zoning and judge-executive offices. 

The planning and zoning assistant, 
Norma Atwood, will now receive her 
salary entirely out of the planning and 


zoning budget. Previously, Atwood was 
being paid partially by planning and 
zoning and partially out of the county 
general fund. 

County officials had planned to have 
Atwood working as an assistant in both 
offices. But in June, Atwood publicly 
criticized magistrates and Adams for a 
2012 decision that resulted in increased 
pay for another office assistant when 
that office assistant was moved to the 
road department. 

After the confrontation, Atwood told 
The Interior Journal "I feel like there’s 
some favoritism going on,” a claim offi¬ 
cials strongly denied. 

Atwood’s complaints also included 
the fact she was going to be working in 
two offices but not receiving a raise for 
doing so. 

Adams said Friday Atwood’s com¬ 
plaints gave him pause about having 
her work in both offices. 

’’After her complaints, I don’t think 
she was capable of doing both jobs," he 
said.

Billy Shelton said if creat¬ 
ed, the new department will 
likely start out with just a 
part-time person who 
would work only a few 
hours a week. 

Police department 
employees would coordi¬ 
nate with Harris to provide 
optimal coverage. 

The city already has a 
police cruiser and other 
equipment; it would only 
need to invest in a uniform, 
badge and radio to be up 
and running again, Shelton 
said. 

Shelton said the city will 
be figuring things out as it 
goes with the police depart¬ 
ment and keeping things 
small until it’s sure the rev¬ 
enue stream is there to sup¬ 
port the effort. 

There are currently no 
names on the table for 
might be employed in the 
new police department, but 
Shelton said the city would 
like to hire someone who’s 
retired. 

"It’ll be a good thing for 
the city,” Shelton said. "It’s 
something we really need."

revealed the plot to get 
revenge on a former lover of 
Callahan’s, the daughter of

The four women were 
charged with and later indicted 
for attempted murder and 
other crimes. But in 
December, Callahan reached a 
plea bargain and pleaded to 
one count of second-degree 
complicity to burglary. 

Callahan was sentenced to 
eight years in prison, and over 
the next six months, the other 
three women — Autumn 
Drass, Taquisa Horton and 
Kerry Zamara, all of 
Columbus, Ohio — likewise 
pleaded guilty to much- 
reduced burglary charges. 

Those involved with the 
case had previously not pro¬ 
vided a clear explanation of 
why the charges were reduced, 


but on Monday, Assistant 
Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Carol Hill said the plea deal 
for Callahan was necessary 
because Zamara, who would 
have been a "star witness" for 
the cases against Callahan, 
wasn’t providing 100-percent 
truthful testimony. 

"We felt like Jessica 
Callahan was the most culpa¬ 
ble, but she didn’t get caught 
on the location and the star 
witness against her was Kerry 
Zamara," Hill said. "I felt like 
she (Zamara) was telling the 
truth, but she would not in my 
opinion tell the truth about 
what her role was, and so she 
didn’t come across as being 
completely truthful. 

"So that’s why we (reduced) 
the charges." 

Zamara was willing to testi¬ 
fy about what Callahan had 
plotted to do, but wouldn’t 
admit she had been behind 
Goode’s home, even though a 


neighbor had spotted her, Hill 
said. 

Without consistency to 
Zamara’s testimony, it would 
have opened the door for 
doubt in a trial — and doubt is 
all that a defense attorney has 
to create, Hill said. 

Had Callahan’s case gone to 
trial without consistent testi¬ 
mony from Zamara, it’s possi¬ 
ble Callahan could have gotten 
off with further reduced 
charges. It’s even possible 
Callahan may have been able 
to get off with a misdemeanor 
charge, Hill said. 

"You weigh what your pros 
and cons are and this was by 
far from being what anybody 
would consider being a slam 
dunk case," Hill said. "She 
(Zamara) was telling the truth 
a whole lot of the time, but... 
she had trouble telling the tmth 
about what she did." 

The women originally land¬ 
ed in jail on July 3, 2012, after 


neighbors in Hustonville 
called Hustonville Police 
Chief Fred McCoy to report 
they saw women breaking into 
Goode’s home. 

Goode was not home at the 
time. 

McCoy said he found evi¬ 
dence of forced entry on the 
backside of the house and then 
encountered Drass and Horton 
inside the home. Drass was 
wielding a butcher’s knife, 
McCoy said. 

After a scuffle, McCoy sub¬ 
dued and handcuffed both 
women. Sheriff Folger said 
text messages concerning the 
attempted burglary and mur¬ 
der plot led him to Callahan 
and Zamara. 

Fogler initially thought 
Zamara might not be charged 
or would get off on lesser 
charges because she was will¬ 
ing to testify against the other 
three.

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Man indicted after breaking deputy's foot with car

STANFORD — A man 
who allegedly broke the foot 
of a deputy while trying to 
avoid capture has been indict¬ 
ed by a Lincoln County grand 
jury. 

Chad Stevens, 24, of 245 
Berry Hollow Road, was 
indicted for first-degree 
assault and first-degree wan¬ 
ton endangerment stemming 
from a June 29 incident in 


which he allegedly dragged 
Deputy Bill Hester alongside 
his car and nearly ran over 
Deputy Sim Thacker as he 
tried to avoid being taken into 
custody. 

Sheriff Curt Folger said 
that Hester and Thacker 
found Stevens parked in his 
vehicle in a church parking 
lot on Neals Creek Road with 
his engine running. When the 
deputies approached to arrest 
Stevens on an outstanding 
warrant, he refused to exit the 


vehicle or shut it off. 

When Hester reached in 
the open window turn off the 
vehicle, Steven began to roll 
up the window and Thacker 
busted out the passenger’s 
side window in an attempt to 
shut off the motor, Folger 
said. 

Stevens then accelerated 
quickly, dragging Hester “15 
to 20 feet across the parking 
lot” and breaking his foot in 
the process, Folger said. 
Steven’s vehicle came “with¬ 


in inches” of striking Thacker 
as it sped away, according to 
the arrest citation. 

Bond for Stevens was set at 
$125,000. Kentucky State 
Police Detective Monte 
Owens testified before the 
grand jury. 

Stevens already was being 
held in the Lincoln County 
Detention Center after being 
indicted last month for 
allegedly manufacturing 
methaphetamine in a 
Stanford apartment in 


November. 

Others indicted were:

Ky. 1247, Waynesburg, four 
counts of possession of mat¬ 
ter portraying a sexual per¬ 
formance by a minor for 
allegedly having child 
pornography on his computer 
in May 2012. Bond was set at

Lincoln boy living life with heart condition

When Lincoln county native Pam 
Stephens was 20 weeks pregnant, 
she went in for an ultrasound to find 
out what sex her baby would be. 
Medical staff let Stephens know she 
would be having a boy. 

Unfortunately, that was not the 
only news they had for her. Stephens 
also learned that her baby would be 
bom with a congenital heart defect 
called hypoplastic left heart syn¬ 
drome. 

Stephens’ son would have an 
underdeveloped left side of his heart, 
causing it not to function properly. 

Once Stephens had given birth to 
her son, Justin, he went in for open- 
heart surgery, the first of three he 
would need over the next 4 years. 
Now, 13 years later, Justin is living 
almost like a normal kid. 

Stephens said because of his con¬ 
dition, Justin cannot do any activities 
that increase his heart rate such as 
athletic sprinting exercises. He also 
cannot go to any loud concerts 
because the bass beat pounds in his 
heart and makes his chest feel

uncomfortable. 

Stephens said there is no cure for 
Justin’s condition. During the open- 
heart surgeries Justin has needed to 
survive, doctors moved blood ves¬ 
sels from the left side of his heart to 
the right. This way, the right side of 
the heart does all of the work since 
the left side did not function proper¬ 


ly. Stephens said Justin will eventual¬ 
ly have to have a pacemaker put in. A 
heart transplant might also be a pos¬ 
sibility. 

As a result of his underdeveloped 
heart, Stephens said he has also 
developed a condition where his 
body does not produce enough pro¬ 
tein, so he has to try to take more pro¬ 
tein in. This means Stephens has to 
adjust everything she cooks to make 
sure there is extra protein in it. The 
protein condition also means when 
he gets hurt, he bleeds a lot more 
than other kids and takes longer to 
heal. 

As a result of the protein condi¬ 
tion, Justin is also much smaller than 
most kids his age. Although Justin is 
13, he is smaller than his 11-year-old 
brother Austin. 

Stephens admits she has had sev¬ 
eral low moments in dealing with 
Justin’s condition. She said the worst 
was the waiting she had to do during 
his first open-heart surgery and won¬ 
dering if he would survive it. 
Stephens believes prayer and the 
support of family and friends has 
helped her get through the hard 
times. 


Despite his medical conditions, 
Justin is allowed to play sports as 
long as he gets regular breaks. Justin 
said he used to play basketball, but 
doesn’t any more. Justin wishes he 
could play every sport like other 
kids. 

Justin said some people with his 
condition do not have it as severely 
as he does and are able to do major 
athletic events such as run a 
marathon without it affecting them. 

Stephens said, “While Justin’s 
older siblings baby him and try to 
protect him, his younger brother 
Austin picks on him just like any 
other kid.” 

To combat his heart condition, 
Justin has to take blood pressure 
medicine and two diuretics daily. The 
diuretics keep him from swelling up 
due to the lack of protein and the 
blood pressure medicine keeps his 
blood pressure in check. 

Justin’s heart condition is not 
something he will be able to pass on 
to his future children. 

“Justin’s condition is a rare, ran¬ 
dom occurrence that just happens,” 
Stephens said. 

When Justin was first bom, his 


parents did not know of anyone else 
who had his condition. Now, they’re 
aware of support groups all over the 
country. 

Stephens is a member of a group 
for people dealing with post-fontan 
protein-losing enteropathy — the 
protein condition Justin has — and 
the locally-based non-profit 
Kerrington’s Heart Inc. These sup¬ 
port groups offer comfort to families 
who have children with the same 
medical conditions as Justin, and 
they use social media such as 
Facebook to stay in contact. 

Another group called the Lil’ 
Heart Sluggers works with the 
Lexington Legends for the benefit of 
a group of children with heart condi¬ 
tions. Recently, Justin and his family 
attended a baseball game where 
Justin and other children got to go 
down and mn on the baseball field 
with one of the players. 

Stephens said she hopes her son’s 
story gives hope to other children 
with heart conditions and their fami¬ 
lies. 

“Stay strong,” she said. “Justin has 
survived more than I ever felt possi¬ 
ble.” 


Lincoln County elected officials discuss potential property tax hike

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County elected officials are 
split on whether increasing 
revenue from property taxes is 
the right move for the county, 
but they’re all looking forward 
to a public hearing next 
Thursday when constituents 
can voice their opinions. 

Judge-Executive Jim 
Adams said he was "shocked” 
— in a good way — during 
last week's fiscal court meet¬ 
ing, when Magistrate David 
Faulkner motioned to hold a 
public hearing concerning a 4- 
percent revenue increase that 
would increase taxes on a 
$ 100,000 property by about $3 
per year. 

Adams said he had expected 
magistrates to simply vote for 
what's known as the compen¬ 
sating rate, which would have 
adjusted Lincoln's property tax 
rate so that the county's rev¬ 
enue from the tax would 
remain flat. 

Instead, after Faulkner 
motioned for the hearing, 
Magistrate Lonnie Pruitt sec¬ 
onded the motion. Magistrates 
Joe Stanley and Johnnie 
Padgett voted against the 
motion, but Adams broke the 
tie in favor of holding the hear¬ 
ing. 

The hearing will be held at 
the next fiscal court meeting, 
scheduled for 9 a.m. Aug. 13. 

By holding a hearing, the 
fiscal court is not committing 
to the 4-percent revenue 


increase, which would raise an 
estimated additional $24,000 
annually. The court would still 
have to vote on the increase 
following the hearing. 

Faulkner said he's not hilly 
committed to the idea of 
increasing property taxes, but 
he does see how doing so 
could help the county as costs 
continue to rise. 

"I don't want to say I'm actu¬ 
ally for it. I'm on the fence," he 
said. "Like the majority of 
people, I don't like the idea of 
increasing taxes. But on the 
other hand, I'm charged with 
the duty of providing services 
and paying for them.... To not 
explore the option (of a 4-per¬ 
cent revenue increase) would 
mean we're not really doing 
our job." 

While $24,000 in the first 
year isn't going to make a lot 
of difference, Faulkner pointed 
out that over four years, that 
increase would provide nearly 
$100,000 in revenue for 
Lincoln County. 

That extra money could be 
part of the difference between 
maintaining the current servic¬ 
es provided by the county or 
cutting services and going into 
debt, Faulkner said. 

And while the money is sig¬ 
nificant for the county coffers, 
the impact on each individual 
in Lincoln County will be very 
small, he added. 

"I tmly want to know what 
the public has to say. I could 
very easily be wrong but I just 
don't think there's going to be a 
lot of people screaming over

($3 per $100,000)," Faulkner 
said. "I think most people will 
realize that's not asking for a 
huge burden to be placed on 
anyone." 

"I am 100-percent in favor 
of listening to the taxpayers," 
Faulkner continued. "If we 
have a big pushback on that 
then I'll understand and I'll go 
with the taxpayers." 

Like Faulkner, Adams 
warned the county needs to 
begin raising additional rev¬ 
enue somewhere or else face 
the need to begin cutting serv¬ 
ices. 

The county is facing ever- 
increasing jail costs and the 
need to support its sheriff, two 
services that create something 
similar to a feedback loop, 
Adams said. 

In order to provide a safe 
environment, the county helps 
fund the sheriff, who then 
arrests suspected criminals. 
Those arrested then take up 


space in the local jail — space 
that could otherwise be used to 
house state and federal prison¬ 
ers who generate revenue, 
Adams explained. Thanks to 
recent increases in the local 
prisoner population, the jail is 
more and more dependent on 
county handing to cover its 
costs. 

Adams noted Lincoln 
County has avoided increasing 
its landline fees for 911 service 
— a cost that, at least for now, 
will have to come out of the 
county's general fund. 

While the additional 
$24,000 that would come from 
a property tax increase won't 
solve all the county's revenue 
issues, Adams said he believes 
the county has to start some¬ 
where. 

"If you're sitting in my seat 
and you're trying to reduce 
debt," Adams noted, then you 
have to raise additional rev¬ 
enues and cut costs at the same 
time. 

Magistrate Padgett, who 
voted against holding the hear¬ 
ing, said he believes there's 
still room to cut more costs 
from the county budget before 
officials should consider rais¬ 
ing taxes. 

"I'm really never for raising 
property taxes as long as the 
county doesn't need the 
money," Padgett said. "I 
understand where the other 
magistrates and the judge are 
coming from. It's a pretty tight 
budget, but I think we can 
keep things going ... without 
the tax increase." 


Padgett said if the additional 
revenue were designated to be 
specifically for one thing, such 
as blacktopping, he could 
bring that idea to his con¬ 
stituents and possibly be able 
to support it. But without such 
a designation, it's a plan he can 
never get behind. 

"Just raising it for no specif¬ 
ic reason, I'm not going to vote 
for that," he said. 

Magistrate Pruitt noted the 
jail budget is anticipated to rise 
as much as $80,000 this year 
alone. Money to cover that 
cost and other costs has to 
come from somewhere and 
increasing the property tax is 
one way "to raise some money 
to pay a few of the bills," he 
said. 

Still, Pruitt said he's not 
committed to the increase yet; 
he wants to hear from Lincoln 
County residents about the 
idea. 

"That's the only reason I 
voted for (the hearing)," he 
said. "I want to hear what the 
people have to say about it." 

Magistrate Stanley, who 
voted against holding the hear¬ 
ing, said he doesn’t see the 
same lack of hands other offi¬ 
cials do. 

“We’re not out of hands. We 
have a little more in reserve 
now than we did when this 
(current administration) took 
office,” he said. “As far as I 
can tell, we’re in a little better 
shape.” 

Stanley said even if it was to 
the point where services had to 
be cut, he might support that 


option before the option of 
increasing taxes. 

“The working people that’s 
running the county, I feel like 
their general feeling was, hey, 
we’ve got to get a handle on 
this spending and ... we would 
rather do without services than 
pay more,” Stanley said. “I 
think we’re managing without 
(the tax increase) and at this 
point, I just hate to ask the tax¬ 
payers to pay any more.” 

Adams said he thinks a 
property-tax increase is one of 
the most equitable ways to get 
the money the county is going 
to need. And it shouldn't be too 
much of a hardship for any one 
person to stomach. 

Adams noted even if some¬ 
one has $1 million worth of 
property in Lincoln County, 
they'll be paying only about 
$30 more per year if the 
increase passes. 

But, Adams added, the com¬ 
plaints he hears seem to come 
largely from those with more 
property, not less. 

"The people that complain 
the most are the ones that have 
the most," he said. "Do they 
just want to sit still? There's a 
reason that things get better." 

Adams said he thinks offi¬ 
cials should pass the increase, 
even if doing so hurts them in 
future elections. 

"Even if it means you don't 
get reelected, you have to 
make the decisions that are 
best for the county," he said. 
"I'm not sure it will pass. I'm 
not sure we'll have the same 
vote after the public hearing."

Henry Baughman wins sixth 
National Senior Olympics singles title 

Baughman brothers pair up to win silver in 75-79 doubles

When brothers Henry 
Baughman and Jim 
Baughman recently traveled 
to Cleveland, Ohio to repre¬ 
sent Kentucky in the 75-79 
age division of the 2013 
National Senior Olympics 
there was some confusion 
over the seeding in the sin¬ 
gles division. 

Jim noticed immediately 
that Henry, who was ranked 
No. 5 in 75 & Over Singles 
nationally, was mysteriously 
absent in the tourney seed¬ 
ing. He noticed that a top- 
seeded player that Henry had 
previously beaten twice was 
ranked, but not his brother. 
However, knowing his 
brother’s talents, Jim was 
confident of Henry’s chances 
and predicted that “Henry 
will win the gold medal.” 

And that’s just what Henry 
did. 

Henry Baughman, who 
collected gold in Baton 
Rouge, La. in 1993, in 
Tucson, Ariz. in 1997, in 
Kansas City, Kan. in 1999, in 
Hampton Roads, Va. in 2003 
and in Louisville in 2007, 
defeated Dale Wise of New 
York 6-1, 6-2 in the 75-79 


title match. 

The National Senior 
Olympics tournament drew 
players from 25 different 
states. Henry, who just 
recently was considered to 
represent the United State 
Tennis Association in inter¬ 
national competition, went 
up against opponents from 
Ohio, New York, Texas and 
Wisconsin as he made his 
way into the finals. 

Henry defeated Sam Ells 
of Ohio 6-1, 6-0 in the round 
of 64, ousted David Usher of 
New York 6-4, 6-0 in the 
next round, blanked Gideon 
Weber of Texas 6-0, 6-0 in 
the round of 16, bested Reza 
Pakroo of Wisconsin 6-3, 6- 
0 in the quarterfinals and 
beat Russell Dean of Ohio 6- 
1, 6-2 in the semifinals. 

Jim, who seldom enters 
singles tournaments, got 
through two rounds of his 
age division without ever 
playing, with this first oppo¬ 
nent a “no show” and the 
second withdrawing due to 
an injury. Jim would see 
action, though. He defeated 
Fred Abbott of New Mexico 
6-2, 6-2 in the round of 16 
but fell to Russell Dean of 


Ohio in the quarterfinal 
round. 

Jim would not leave the 
tournament emptyhanded, 
however, as he and Henry 
earned silver in the 16-team 
75-79 doubles age division. 

The Baughmans defeated 
No. 3 seeds Fred Abbott and 
Josef Kratochvill of New 
Mexico 6-1, 6-4 in their first 
match, beat Clarence Goff 
and Michael Tsai of 
Michigan 6-1, 6-0 in the 
quarterfinals then upset the 
top-seeded team of Arthur 
Barnes and William 
Deliberty of Pennsylvania 6- 
2, 6-4 in the semifinals to 
reach the finals. The New 
York team of David Usher 
and Dale Wise put an end to 
the Baughmans’ winning run 
in the final match, handing 
them a loss, 6-4, 4-6, 10-6 in 
third set tiebreaker. 

While the Baughmans 
would have happily traded 
their silver medal for a gold 
one, Jim found some satis¬ 
faction in the final doubles 
match. 

“Henry beat both Usher 
and Wise in the singles, so he 
got revenge for our doubles’ 
loss,” he said.

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FARM FACTS

Seeding alfalfa in 
late summer/fall 


For alfalfa to get off 
to a great start you 
should make late sum¬ 
mer seedings well 
ahead of the historic 
cold weather season. 
What you really need 
then is to allow at least 
five to six weeks of 
actual growing time 
before the cold season 
slows or stops emerg¬ 
ing growth. Unless 
you give the plants 
time to grow vigorous¬ 
ly you can face some 
winter kill and could 
even encounter crown 
and stem rot diseases. 
Perhaps the worst of 
these is Sclerotinia 
Crown and Stem Rot. 

One of the best 
plant pathologists I 
know explains 

Sclerotonia this way, 
“Sclerotinia fungus is 
everywhere. It usually 
strikes struggling new 
alfalfa or even red 
clover similar to the 
cold-flu syndrome in 
humans. When we add 
to this situation of 
planting the crops on 
marginal soils and you 
can expect the disease 
to hit and hit hard”. 

For all of these rea¬ 
sons you should 
always make alfalfa 
plantings early enough 
to get them off to a 
great start before ‘win¬ 
ter sets in’. And six 
weeks or more gives 
you a great shot to hit 
the best growing time 
for plants to flourish 
and ward off these 
problems. Therefore in 
our area alfalfa should 
be seeded between 
Aug. 15 and Sept. 1 for 
best results, but no 
later than Sept. 15. 

What system are you 
going to use to prepare 
for the plantings? If 
you are going to pre¬ 


pare a seedbed from 
scratch as has been 
customary for years 
for late summer/early 
fall seedings, get on it 
early! If you plow, 
disk as frequently as 
needed to keep weeds 
under control. Then 
‘seal’ the surface with 
a drag harrow or better 
still, firm the ground 
with a cultipaker fol¬ 
lowing each disking in 
order to save as much 
soil moisture as possi¬ 
ble. This added treat¬ 
ment to prepare a level 
bed further helps to get 
a leg-up for a uniform 
thrifty stand before 
cold weather. If you 
are going to go the no¬ 
till route, please for 
goodness sake, follow 
the guidelines put 
together in our no-till 
alfalfa seeding bulletin 
available at the 
Extension Office. We 
have said all along, 
“no-till alfalfa seeding 
is not a quick fix oper¬ 
ation, but years of 
research and practical 
on-farm experience 
prove no-till can be as 
reliable (and for many 
more reliable) than 
conventional seeding 
while saving farmers 
time and money in the 
process. Farmers who 
follow a precise sys¬ 
tem that combines 
quality tried and 
proven varieties, her¬ 
bicides, seeding 

equipment, seeding 
accuracy, and scouting 
can make this practice 
work for them”. 

You probably know 
the drill of how to get 
an alfalfa stand that 
will get off to a great 
start and produce great 
feed for years to come. 
But just in case you 
forgot, here are the 


points summarized: 

1. Plant on soils that 
have good internal 
drainage. 

2. Check the pH for 
it must be above 6.2 
(preferably 6.5 and 
above) before seeding. 
If it is lower, better 
pick another field 
where the pH is higher 
and apply lime now 
for next year’s seeding 
on this field. 

3. Elevate P and K 

(phosphate and 

potash) according to 
soil test recommenda¬ 
tions. Remember soil 
testing is now free at 
the U.K. Lincoln 
County Extension 
Office. We have sam¬ 
pling tools and bags to 
help you. 

4. Don’t bury the 
seed! For most soils, 
Va to X A inch is about 
right. Most top grow¬ 
ers feel pretty good if 
they see some seed on 
top of the ground after 
seeding. 

5. The best seeding 
rate is 18 lbs. of alfal¬ 
fa and 6 lbs. of 
orchardgrass. 

6. Variety selection 

to me anymore is a no- 
brainer. All you need 
to do is to look at our 
U.K. variety test bul¬ 
letin and choose the 
top varieties for yield 
and persistence. 

There are great vari¬ 
eties at reasonable 
prices. 

Plan to sow some 
alfalfa grass on your 
farm this summer and 
then plan to be happy 
with the good yields 
of quality forage you 
will have next year.

Question: My brother is a 
Medicare beneficiary. He 
lived alone in his home until 
he fell and broke his elbows. 
He was in the hospital for 
several days and it was obvi¬ 
ous that he could not go 
home and take care of him¬ 
self so the hospital suggested 
he go to a nursing home. He 
is now in a nursing home and 
we were told that Medicare 
will not pay the nursing 
home because my brother 
was never officially admitted 
to the hospital. His stay at 
the hospital was categorized 
as “observation care.” He 
now has a large unpaid bill 
for his nursing home care. 
How and why did this hap¬ 
pen and what can be done to 
help my brother? 

Answer: Observation 

Status refers to the increas¬ 
ingly common hospital prac-

“Data analytics will be 
essential to helping hospitals 
balance quality of care and 
cost requirements in a new 
environment of risk-based 
reimbursement and evi¬ 
dence-based medicine.”

Administrator or Director of 
Nursing that the mattress 
cover and/or mattress 
appears worn. You want to 
make sure to show the 
cracks and tears to an 
employee of the facility with 
authority to obtain or order a 
new cover and/or mattress. 

During the past few years 
the Federal Drug 
Administration (FDA) 
reported receiving hundreds 
of reports regarding med¬ 
ical mattress covers failing 
to prevent blood and bodily 
fluids from leaking into the 
mattress. The report also 
mentioned concerns that 
fluid leaking into worn or 
damaged medical bed mat¬ 
tress covers may be wide¬ 
spread and largely under¬ 
recognized by health care 
facility staff, and caregivers. 
Some reports indicate that if 
bodily fluids from one resi¬ 
dent penetrates a mattress, 
they can later leak out from 
the mattress when another 
resident is placed on the 
bed. Residents are at risk for 
infection if they come into 
contact with blood and bod¬ 
ily fluids from other resi¬ 
dents. Medical literature 
shows that damaged and 
soiled mattresses can be a 
source of contamination 
during infection outbreaks. 
You are justified in being 
concerned about your moth¬ 
er’s mattress condition for 
these reasons and for her 
comfort. 

The FDA has recommend¬ 
ed that facilities regularly 
check each mattress cover 


for signs of damage or wear 
such as cuts, tears, cracks, 
pinholes, snags or stains and 
immediately replace any 
medical bed mattress cover 
with visible signs of damage 
or wear to reduce the risk of 
infection to patients. You 
may ask the Facility 
Administrator when staff 
regularly check for damage 
and wear. You may want to 
make notes for yourself 
about the date when you 
noticed the mattress dam¬ 
age, the date that you report¬ 
ed the damage to the facility, 
the name of the person you 
spoke to about it, how they 
said they would fix the prob¬ 
lem, when they said it would 
be fixed, and whether or not 
the mattress was replaced. A 
facility should promptly 
replace damaged mattresses 
and covers. Nursing facili¬ 
ties must provide each resi¬ 
dent with a clean, comfort¬ 
able mattress with bedding, 
appropriate to the weather 
and climate. If you and your 
mother are uncomfortable 
talking with facility staff 
about your mattress con¬ 
cerns we can work on the 
problem for you. We are 
here to help you resolve 
concerns.

•Teacher loan forgive¬ 
ness. To qualify, you must 
teach at least five full years 
in a low-income school in 
an eligible district. 
Depending on your field, 
you may have up to $17,500 
in student loans forgiven. 

•Public service loan for¬ 
giveness. You must work 
full time in a public service 
job and make 120 monthly 


payments to qualify. You 
also have to be working in 
public service when you 
make the 120 payments and 
when you apply for loan 
forgiveness. All of your 
remaining loan balance may 
be forgiven. 

•Nursing loan forgive¬ 
ness. You must be at least a 
registered nurse and agree 
to work two years in a criti¬ 
cal shortage facility at least 
32 hours per week. If you 
fulfill your agreement, 60 
percent of your loan bal¬ 
ance will be forgiven. 
Another 25 percent will be 
forgiven if you work a third 
year.

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'Its's going to be a great year'

STANFORD — Experience 
isn't everything, but it's 
something the Lincoln 
County Patriots finally have 
on their side again. 

Lincoln is more of a vet¬ 
eran team than it has been at 
any time in Mike Settles four- 
plus seasons as its coach. 
There are returning starters 
all over the place, and there is 
a close-knit corps of seniors 
who have played together 
since their earliest days in 
football. 

Both Settles and his play¬ 
ers said they think that will be 
an asset for the Patriots. 

"Any time you have kids 
playing together for a long 
period of time, I feel like it 
benefits you on the field be¬ 
cause the kids understand 
the limitations of their team¬ 
mates, and also the 
strengths," Settles said. 

Lineman Logan Smith 
said one of Lincoln's 
strengths will be its chem¬ 
istry. "It's going to be a great 
year. We've been working real 
hard, and we're coming to¬ 
gether as a team, definitely," 
Smith said. "We're more of a 
team this year. We're spend¬ 
ing time with each other, 
everybody loves each other, 
and in practice we're working 
together." 

The Patriots have had to 
work hard just to get to this 
point. They finished with a 
losing record for the fourth 
straight year after a first- 
round playoff loss last season 
left them at 5-6. 

But they believe they have 
turned a corner. 

"We're getting better every 
year," offensive lineman-line¬ 
backer Nathan Hooper said. 

There are eight starters 
back on offense and seven on 
defense, and Settles said that 
has already given them an 
edge in preseason practice 
over his previous Lincoln 
teams. 

“This is the first time, I 
think, we've had this many 
returning starters since I've 
been here, and it's benefitted 
us in preseason practice with 
our put-ins offensively and 
defensively. We're way ahead 
of where we were in the past, 
and the kids are just more 
confident with that experi¬ 
ence," he said. 

Some of the most confi¬

dent among them are the 
seniors. "We're really func¬ 
tioning as a unit, as a whole, 
working together," quarter¬ 
back lustin Hubble said. 

They said familiarity will 
help breed the success they 
are starved for. 

"Our senior class, every 
single one of us has been 
playing together since we 
were 6. We've just really all 
grown together," Smith said. 

"You can kind of anticipate 
what someone's going to do 
when you've played with 
them that long," Hubble 
added. 

Lincoln has four senior 
starters back on its offensive 
line, and there are several 
seniors at skill positions as 
well. "I feel like our senior 
leadership is (one of our 
strengths)," lineman Tyler 
Case said. 

Settles said the Patriots 
know what they have to do to 
be better, and it starts with 
fixing what were some of 
their most glaring weak¬ 
nesses last season. 

"We weren't very good de¬ 
fensively last year. We put a 


lot of emphasis on that, and 
with the returning starters at 
key positions, we're going to 
be a lot better," he said. "And 
offensively, with the scheme 
that we run and all the expe¬ 
rience, I feel like our passing 
game has improved. And we 
need it, too, because we have 
not been very good in the 
past at throwing the football." 

Start with the defense, 
which allowed 30.2 points 
per game last year and gave 
up 52 points in their playoff 
loss to Harlan County. 

"Experience is not going to 
solve all our problems, but 
the kids coming back, they've 
learned so much about the 
game in the last couple years, 
so I feel like that will allow 
them to understand, to take 
better angles, to anticipate 
what the offense is going to 
do, those type of things," Set¬ 
tles said. 

On the other side of the 
ball, the Patriots are trying to 
become a better passing 
team behind the right arm of 
Hubble so the offense won't 
be quite so one-dimensional. 

"I'd say our passing game's 


going to be pretty good. Our 
quarterback's gotten really 
good," running back Marvin 
Robinson said. 

Lincoln was primarily a 
running team last year, and 
Settles said the running game 
will again be strong. 

"I think we're always good 
running the football, and 
we'll be even better this year 
doing that," he said. 

Lincoln got a taste of suc¬ 
cess last month when it won 
a seven-on-seven competi¬ 
tion for teams within its dis¬ 
trict. Settles said he knows 
that won't matter much once 
the season starts, but he said 
it matters now for a team that 
is trying to learn how to win 
more consistently. 

"It just shows that our kids 
are willing to compete and 
find a way to win," he said. 

Hubble said the seven-on- 
seven win was just one more 
thing that gives the Patriots 
confidence. "It was just great 
to win that. It's a great feeling, 
getting better," he said. 

Another thing working in 
the Patriots' favor is numbers. 
Lincoln has been at a disad¬ 


vantage in roster size against 
most of its Class AAAAA op¬ 
ponents during most of Set¬ 
tles' tenure, but that may be 
starting to change. There 
were about 70 players on 
hand for the first week of pre¬ 
season practice. 

"Our numbers are up, and 
we had a lot of kids come out 
this year, more than we have 
in the past. I think it's because 
I think people know some¬ 
thing special's going to hap¬ 
pen this year," Settles said. 

The freshman class is 
small, and juniors and sen¬ 
iors make up most of the ros¬ 
ter. 

"Where we all have experi¬ 
ence, we can combine more 
and be better with each other 
and play harder," Robinson 
said. 

But will that translate into 
more wins? 

"The bottom line is we've 
got to make more plays than 
our opponents, we've got to 
have more desire than our 
opponents to make those 
plays and we've just got to do 
what it takes to win," Settles 
said. 


Estes’ take 

Tim Estes, the play-by-play an¬ 
nouncer for Lincoln County 
games on WPBK-FM, answered 
three questions about the Patri¬ 
ots: 

Question: What do you see as 
the team’s strength? 

Estes: “Experience and depth 
should be a couple of strengths. 
With relatively few seniors gradu¬ 
ating last year and over 70 play¬ 
ers on the roster this year, that 
should held Lincoln.” 

Question: What is the season’s 
biggest question mark? 

Estes: “Overall team speed. 
While there are a few kids who 
have some good speed, top-to- 
bottom speed is an issue.” 

Question: Project the record for 
the season, with specific games 
the team will win. 

Estes: “I am going to be the 
eternal optimist and say 7-3. 

Wins over Bourbon County, Gar¬ 
rard County, Casey County, South 
Laurel, North Laurel, Southwest¬ 
ern and Madison Southern. 

Losses to Boyle County, Lexington 
Christian and Pulaski County.”

Has changed: Lincoln has worked hard on 
diversifying its offense, which means 
strengthening the passing game. Look for 
Hubble to put the ball in the air more often, 
and he’ll have several capable receivers, in¬ 
cluding Gaines, Wilson and Coulter. 

“Our number one priority is improving our 
passing game, and we’re doing that, but 
we’ve still got to get better, more specifically 
with our timing in the passing game,” Settles 
said. 

Needs to change: Put simply, the Patriots 


must do a better job of stopping their oppo¬ 
nents if they’re going to take the next step 
up the ladder in their district standings. They 
gave up five touchdowns or more in six of 
their 11 games last season. 

“We’ve just got to be able to stop people, 
whether it’s running or throwing. We strug¬ 
gled last year, the last several years, defen¬ 
sively,” Settles said. 

Emerging player: Big things are expected 
from Gaines, who will wear the No. 1 jersey 
this season and will be an integral part of any 
improvement Lincoln makes in the passing 
game. 

“He’s got great hands, runs great routes, can 


do things in the open field really well,” Settles 
said. 

Underrated player: Beware of Baird, a pow¬ 
erful kicker-punter whom Settles said has 
gotten much better in the offseason and who 
could be a difference-maker in close games. 
“He’s one of the best in our area,” Settles 
said. “He went to a lot of camps, and he’s 
greatly improved over last season’s success, 
so we expect him to win some games for 
us.” 

Outlook: The progress has been slow during 
Settles’ four seasons at Lincoln, but the time 
seems right for the Patriots to take a signif¬ 


icant step forward. There are larger numbers 
of seniors and returning starters and a larger 
roster that will allow them to develop more 
depth, and the makeup of their district af¬ 
fords them an opportunity to move up in the 
standings. 

The Patriots have been a streaky team over 
the last couple of years, and a tough early- 
season schedule — their first three games 
are against Boyle County, Bourbon County 
and Lexington Christian — puts them at risk 
of a losing streak. If they can survive that 
stretch, or even pull off a surprise or two, 
there should be better days as the season 
unfolds.
